| §.—(P)—A bill granting amnesty to 
| about 20,000 prisoners, mostly 
violators of the prohibition laws 
which have been repealed, was in- 
troduced by the government in par- 
liament today to relieve congestion 
in the Finnish prisons. 

Most of the prisoners who would 
| he affected are those who were un- 
| able to. pay fines for offenses 
against the dry laws. The amnesty 
would not inelude smugglers and 
bootleggers serving long terms. 

It wa; expected that parliament 
would approve the bill, if for no 
other reason than to save the ex- 
pense of supporting great numbers 
of prisoners convicted under. the 
prohibition laws.

Legal officials said they thought 
they had found a loophole whereby the 
entire amount could be used for con- 
struction purposes despite the ruling. 

One interpretation was that limits 
of cost on the individual projects 
would be reduced 10 per cent, leaving 
the remainder for additional buildings. 
Another was that the

The treasury asked McCarl for a 
decision on the 10 per cent cut, say- 
ing.

When I came on ‘the commission aix 
years ago the city of Decatur was pay 10 
per cent more than Atlanta for electric 
current: they were paying 10 cents per 1,000 
enbie feet more than Atlanta for gas. I 
thonght it was wrong and started the more- 
ment that resnited in putting Decatur on 
an equality with the city of Atlanta. This 
action was the beginning of statewide uni- 
formity in cost of electric current where 
furnished by the Georgia Power 
official representation for the city 
of Atlanta has always resented my action 
In this instance, I have no apologies t» 
make fer saying these rates shonld be uni- 
form throughout the state. I have fought 
for it just as I fought to make Decatur's 
rates the same as Atlanta's. This I will 
stand for in the future, 

This committee is not to be criticized for 
making the malicious political attacks on 
me, .so clearly reflected in the newspaper 
story recentiy issued by them. This has 
heen one of Atlanta's tronbles for a long 
time—polities and politicians. It was onlir 
lust year that they wasted approximately 
$8,000 of the taxpayers’ money of Atlanta 
in a fiaseo that lasted for months and 
months, which conld have been concinded 
long before it was hecanse their presenta- 
tion was conceived in politics and, of course, 
ended as usual in a waste of the taxpayers’ 
money, The supreme court of this state has 
held that money was illegally expended and 
those responsible for the waste shonld now 
he sued for it and forced to replace the 
taxpayers’ money thus shamefully wasted. 
Not only did ther waste this for the city 
but the public service commis- 
was forced to spend a similar amount 
to satisfy a feeling on the part of the publie 
that some terrible wrong was about to be 
done them.

This provision of the Reconstrue- 
tion Finance Corporation act clearly 
imposes the requirement that in or- 
der to be eligible for a loan. the proj- 
ect must be one which will produce 
sufficient revennes to-make it “‘self- 
supporting” and to return its con- 
struction cost within a reasonable pe- 
riod. But taxation is expressly ex- 
cluded as a source of revenue for such 
purposes,

requirements its eligibility will not be 
affected by the facet that the power 
of taxation is additionally available 
for the payment of the loan.”

Pan-fried fish (whatever fish is good value in your locality); pota- 
toes hashed in cream; fried tomatoes; a vegetable salad with a peanut 
butter dressing; biscuits and butter, and iced cantaloupe.

Russell’s Speeches At- 
tacked Before Large Au- 
dience in Camden. 


ISLAND GROVE, Camden County, 
Ga., Sept. 8.— Surrounded by scenes 
rich in the early history of the state, 
Representative Charles R. Crisp car- 
ried his campaign for the United 
States senate to the coastal region to- 
day with a great address, more patri- 
otie than political, that attracted 10,- 
000 of his fellow Georgians. 

The giant political rally, said to be 
the largest and most enthusiastic ever 
held in this section of the _ state, 
brought delegations from at least 20 
south Georgia counties. A mammoth 
barbecue, consisting of between 6,000 
and 8,000 pounds of choice Georgia 
meats cooked in the approved Georgia 
style, was served after the speech of 
the veteran house member. In_ all, 
some forty animals were roasted above 
the enfbers of a typical barbecue fire. 

There were no less than 20 beeves, 
half as many sheep, a goodly number 
of porkers and a smaller contingent 
of goats to satisfy the appetites of all. 
The usual trimmings were served. 

Friends and supporters of Repre- 
sentative Crisp in seven counties ar- 
ranged the celebration as a token of 
their love and respect for the man 
who, single-handed and almost alone, 
battled on the floor of the house for 
a period of weeks to balance the na- 
tion’s budget at a time when the 
financial structure of the government 
was threatened. The counties official- 
ly taking part in the gigantic celebra- 
tion were Camden, Glynn, Brantley, 


'Charlton, Ware, McIntosh and Wayne, 
'but nearly a score of others sent rep- 


resentatives to make the day a gala 
occasion. 

Following his Island Grove address, 
Judge Crisp spoke before another great 
audience tonight at Brunswick, where 
he was wildly acclaimed by an 


‘enormous crowd of Glynn county citi- 


zens, Many of them had heard him 
earlier in Camden county but returned 
for the second rally of the day. In 
both counties the veteran house mem- 
ber continued to receive the plaudits 
of admirers in a manner likening the 
tour of the region to a victory march, 

Perhaps no better setting for such a 
mammoth political rally could have 
been selected than the plantation of 
former State Senator Burwell Atkin- 
son, that is known as Island Grove. 


Located in historic Camden county, 


‘just off the Atlantic coastal highway 


near the village of Waverly, the 
grounds were ideally situated to at- 
tract thousands from the important 
tier of counties between Savannah 
and St. Marys. 

The vast audience that heard the 
veteran congressman speak began ar- 
riving early this morning, several 
hours before the official program com- 
menced. They came by wagon, cart, 


/some on horséback, but mostly by au- 


tomobile. Several long motorcades 
from Brunswick, Waveross and even 
Savannah brought hundreds from 
more distant points. 

Judge Crisp, dean of the Georgia 
delegation in the lower house, chair- 
man of the most powerful committee 
in either branch of congress and one 
of the triumvirate of democratic lead- 
ers in Washington, was at his best. 
He was given a tremendous ovation 
when he first appeared on the scene. 

Paid Glowing Tribute. 

Again wild enthusiasm swept his 
vast audience when he was introduced 
in a glowing tribute by Dave M. Par- 
ker of Waycross, a distinguished son 
of south Georgia. And throughout his 
patriotic appeal to his fellow Geor- 
gians for united action in the crisis 
that confronts the nation great waves 
of applause echoed through the loud- 
speakers that had ben arranged to car- 
ry his voice to every part of the 
grounds, 

Beneath a blazing sun, tempered by 
cool breezes from a friendly sea, the 
veteran Crisp, aroused by the repeated 
misrepresentations of his official rec- 
ord by his opponent, thundered his 
denunciation of an opposing candi- 
date who, he said, would sooop to 
“character assassination” to win 
votes, 

“Throughout the printed pages of 
the Congressional Record,” he said 
with great feeling, “there will be 
found in language that all can under- 
stand words that clearly reveal my 
outspoken opposition to any program 
calling for cancellation or _ scaling 
down of the huge war debts owed the 
United States by foreign governments.

Alleged Charge of Crisp 
Answered by Governor 
at Waynesboro. 


WAYNESBORO, Ga., Sept. 8.— 
Emphatic denial that the state deficit 
will be increased at the end of his 
term was expressed here Thursday by 


Governor Richard B. Russell Jr. in 
an address to Burke county voters at 
the courthouse. He was attempting 
to refute a charge he said Congress- 
man Crisp had made against him in 
the course of campaign speeches. 

“Any charge that the state deficit 
will be $3,000,000 or even $1 larger 
at the end of this year is absolutely 
untrue, and my opponent knows it, or 
could find it out. 

“My administration has paid two 
and one-half million dollara on 
current deficit of the state which was 
inherited from a preceding adminis- 
traion. We have arranged to pay 
$540,000 more on the deficit on April 
1. There is a provision in the gen- 
eral appropriation bill that the state 
deficit can not be increased for any 
reason, and if revenues are not suf- 
ficient to meet all the appropriations, 
then the appropriations are to 
scaled down on a pro rata basis to 
prevent any appropriation being car- 
riel over into another yedr. ‘The 
state has been put on a strict budget 
basis with appropriations for each 
quarter for the expenses of that quar- 
ter.” 

Comment of Congressman Henry 
Rainey, of Illinois, upon Congress 
man Crisp’s action in transferring the 
electricity tax from the power com- 
panies to the consumers was read by 
the governor from the Congressional 
Record, 

“Mr. Crisp. sent Congressman 

Rainey a 600-word telegram asking 
him-to take back what he said and 
finally worried Uncle Henry. into giv- 
ing him some sort of half-hearted in- 
dorsement,” he said.

BERLIN, Sept. 8&—(#)—While 
President Von Hindenburg was assur- 
ing Chancellor Franz Von Papen to- 
day he would support the chancellor's 


Adolf: Hitler, leader of the national 
socialists, came back to Berlin to take 
personal charge of negotiations aimed 
at upsetting that government with a 
coalition of his nazis and the centrist 
party. 

The chancellor visited the president 
who has just returned to the eapital 
from his east Prussian home, in prep; 
aration for Monday's session of the 
reichstag, in which only a small group 
of members support the present gov- 
ernment. 

The aged field marshal was so de- 
termined in his policy of supporting 
the Von Papen ministry that oné 
prominent member of the cabinet, 
who had hesitated about moving into 
his official residence in the Wilhelm 
strasse on the theory that he might 
not be there long, made preparations 
to give up his present home upon 
hearing the outcome of the confer- 
ence, 

Members of the government took 
heart frem a speech made in Munich 
yesterday by Hitler. The nazi leader 
said in this address that he would pro- 
ceed to reshape the constitution on 
a legal basis and that he cared noth- 
ing for titles or chancellorships so 
long as leadership was in his hands. 

Government spokesmen interpreted 
these remarks as an indication that 
Hitler had relinquished all hope of 
becoming chancellor during the life- 
time of President: Von Hindenburg. | 

These same commentators’ ex- 
pressed the expectation that after the 
reichstag has been dissolved and an- 
other election ‘has been held the fas- 
cists may be tractable enough to par- 
ticipate in the government in non- 
pivotal positions. 

Although there has been no public 
announcement that the nazis and the 
centrists have agreed on a coalition, 
the president will receive jy ose e 
tives of the two parties Saturday 
morning. Newspaper commentators 
predicted this reception will be a mere 
formality. es 

Over the week-end the opposition 
parties must decide what policy they 
will pursue in the reichstag. The de- 
termination of this policy was one of 
the reasons for Hitler's return to Ber- 
lin,

What a fine subject etymology, phi- 
lology, the anatomy of words, would 
make in a high school course!

glasses, regain normal balance. This 
may require two or three weeks in 
some cases, 

When a person first puts on bifocal 
spectacles thon will generally experi- 
ence difficulty in getting accustomed 
to them, perhaps feel certain thon will 
never be able to wear them with com- 
fort. But if thon faithfully wears 
the glasses for a few days this early 
difficulty will clear away and pres- 
ently thon will forget it and become 
unconscious of the glasses. 

There may be debate whether older 
folk should use the eyes when there 3s 
any eyestrain or wear the correction 
offered by optometrist or oculist. But 
there is no question that young per- 
sons, children particularly, should al- 
ways wear spectacles if they are near 
sighted, for this early care will con- 
serve the eyesight for later years.

Dunlap is going into the professional boxing game 
with an idea of seeing just what he can do with it. If 

he finds that he isn’t fitted to make something of it he 

will drop it. 

Dunlap possesses a killing punch, something most of: the 
heavyweights do not have. When he clips them they go down. 

Mr. Jay (Jazzbo) Thomas, a smart ring man and a 
veteran handler of fighters and affairs fistic, will handle 
the former college football player and boxer. Thomas 

is a capable man and one who will not hurry his protege 

into matches wherein he is out-experienced and out- 

classed. Thomas plans to bring the boy along slowly 

so that his obvious talent may have a real chance. Too 

many managers shove their charges into any and all 

ring engagements with the idea of making as much as 
possible and with no thought of the fighter. 

And that, it so happens, is one of the several things wrong 
with the fight game today. There are too many unscrupulous 
managers in it. And Mr. Thomas, fortunately for Earl Dunlap, 
is not of that type. He is what the boys in the business term

RUTIPS DOCT 
SAYS SLUGGEI 
HAS SYMPTOMS 


Babe Ordered To Get 
Rest, Quiet; Talk of 
Series Avoided.

NEW YORK, Sept. 8.—(#)- 
Frightened and in considerable pain, 
Babe Ruth came hurrying home from 
the west today to find that there }s 
something wrong with his appendix 
but probably nothing severe enough to 
require an immediate operation. 

Visions of another trip to the hos- 
pital he has tenanted frequently 
through the past half-dozen years, and 
the blasting of the goal of his baseball 
dreams, participation in his tenth 
World Series, haunted baseball's great- 
est slugger as he groaned his way 
east on a fast train today. 

His fears were allayed, but not 
entirely dissipated by Dr. Edward A. 
King, Ruth’s personal physician, as 
soon as the Yankee club doctor could 
make an examination of his famous 
patient at the Babe’s home this after- 


noon 
SLIGHT SYMPTOMS. 

Ruth: has “slight symptoms of ap- 
pendicitis.” Dr. King said after a 
two-hour examination. While he said 
that he did not think an operation 
woul be necessary, he ordered abso- 
lute rest and quiet for the ball piay- 
er for 24 hours, after which a more 
conclusive examination can be made. 

The Babe’s temperature was only 
hade above normal at 99.5 degrees. 
His pulse registered 80 and respira- 
tion vas normal. 

The entire question of Ruth’s par- 
ticipation in the coming World Se- 
ries was studiously avoided by all 
concerned but it appeared likely that 
unless the Babe’s condition becomes 
suddenly worse, a few days’ rest, care- 
ful treatment, and possibly ice packs 
will restore the home run king to 
belting health again in time for the 
post-season duels with the National 
league champions, probably starting 
about September 28. 

Mrs. Ruth, after the examination, 
appeared worried but not unduly 
alarmed. 

“Dr. King told us,” she said, “that 
i sre is something wrong with the 
Rabe's appendix but just how. much 
isn’t certain. We'll know definitely to- 
morrow. In the meantime we mustnt 
let anyone in to see him, not even 
members of the family if it can be 
avoided.” 

WORRIED AND NERVOUS. 

Ruth. worried and nervous, Dut 
otherwise seemingly healthy, was: able 
to leave the train today under his 
own power while an excited crowd 
besieged the station, watching for the 
slugger whose famous “tummy” ache 
in 1925 was perhaps the greatest in 
sports history and invalided him for 
e]x weeks. 

Fearing the Yankee mainstay was 
on the verge of just such another 
coilapse so short a time before the 
first World Series here in three years,

The ultilities and industrials, as a 
whole, were unchanged, although there 
were some sharp declines jn special 
issues. The International Telephone 
list dropped from 3-4 to 2 1-4 points 
while Remington Rand 0 1-2s were off 
S points. The American Telephones 
were steady. 

Some United States treasury bonds 
advanced moderately, but interest in 
this section dwindled.
